WASHINGTON, Dec. 23—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Secretary of 
State Dulles indirectly rejected 
tonight the latest Soviet proposal 
for disarmament talks in a new 
setting. 

Speaking from the White House 
on radio and television, the Presi- 
dent said that “clear evidence of 
integrity and sincerity” on the 
part of the Soviet Union would be 
needed before the problem could 
be solved. He made plain his be- 
lief that no such evidence had yet 
been forthcoming.

Air Force Orders 2,000 m.p.h., 
70,000 Ft., ‘Exotic’ Fuel Bomber 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 — An 
Air Force contract was awarded 
today for development of an ad- 
vanced type of jet bomber that 
will travel intercontinental dis- 
tances at speeds of more than 
2,000 miles an hour. 

The plane, which will be 
powered by high-energy “exotic”’ 
fuels, is planned as the eventual 
replacement for the B-52 inter- 
continental jet bomber now in 
service with the Strategic Air 
Command. 

The development contract was 
awarded to North American Avia- 
tion, Inc. At least one test model 
of the supersonic intercontinental 
bomber will be built by North 
American at its Los Angeles plant 
before the Air Force decides 
whether to put it in quantity pro- 
duction.

Though most details about the 
new bomber are still secret, the 
Air Force said it “‘will be capable 
of speeds in excess of 2,000 miles 
an hour for long distances at ceil- 
ings of over 70,000 feet.” 

In contrast, the two long-dis- 
tance jet bombers now in the Air 
Force—the B-52 and B-47—travel 
at speeds of about 600 miles per 
hour at altitudes of from 40,000 
to 55,000 feet. 

The decision to press forward 
with development of a supersonic 
intercontinental jet bomber was 
evidence of the Air Force con- 
viction that the day of the manned 
bomber is not nearing the end 
despite the advent of interconti- 
nental ballistic missiles. 

Kt will probably be well into the 


1960’s before the new bomber can 
be developed and placed into 
operation with the Strategic Air 
Command. By this time, the Air 
Force also should be equipped 
with ballistic missiles capable of 
going 1,500 to 5,500 miles. 

In the Air Force view, the 
manned bomber is more satis- 
factory for certain missions such 
as reconnaissance, than the 
missile. The manned bomber also 
can lay its bombs on the target 
with greater assurance of accu- 
racy than the ballistic missile. 

The new bomber will be, in 
effect, a missile launching plat- 
form In its belly it will carry a 
guided missile which would be 
dropped outside of the enemy’s 
circle of air defenses and then 
guided onto the target.

What does Russia want? 


Her peace talks go on. There is a 
great will among all people for peace. 
This exists, we may be sure, among the 
Soviet people. They no more want war 
than do Americans. 


The United States is in a difficult po- 
sition. It must, it feels, place missiles in 
Europe. The Russians are able to urge the 
European nations not to allow this. They 
do not ask to have bases there. So it makes 
this country appear, to many Europeans 
and more Asians, as warlike. But the an- 
swer is that the Russians have in their 
satellite empire many such bases. They 
did not need to ask. They simply ordered 
them there and permitted no publicity. 


The United States must ask. There is 
great publicity. And the Soviets make 
good propaganda out of it—good for them, 
bad for us. 


The latest Soviet demands for peace 
are these: 


A three-part British, Soviet, United 
States agreement not to use nuclear 
weapons. A halting of all nuclear tests. 
A banning of all such weapons in central 
Europe. A mutual non-aggression pact 
between the NATO pact signers and the 
Warsaw Pact members. An agreement to 
renounce use of force in the Middle East. 


None of these, on its face, is too diffi- 
cult. Indeed, most of them, perhaps all, 
are within the reach of diplomacy. But 
the Soviets, while offering to ban nuclear 
weapons, will not agree to. halting pro- 
duction of materials for them nor will 
they accept an inspection plan. 


No American should fail to note, how- 
ever, how plausible are the Soviet sug- 
gestions. We cannot reject them outright. 
They demand leadership and an imagi- 
native approach. They must be countered. 
If there is any real hope in them it must 
not be ignored and lost. To fail would be 
to give the Russians a complete propa- 
ganda victory. They already have won 
the opening rounds because our leader- 
ship has lacked boldness and imagination.

State Should Require 


Preschool Inoculations 


The Fulton County Board of Health’s 
recommendation of a state law requiring 
smallpox and polio inoculations as pre- 
requisites for admission to public schools 
reflects the general concern over a serious 
need in Georgia. 

Local option in this field has proven 
unsatisfactory. For instance, during the 
recent diphtheria outbreak it became ap- 
parent that some school systems had rigid 
inoculation requirements while others did 
not. The arrangement seems. haphazard. 

A statewide law would standardize 
regulations. It should be inclusive enough 
to embrace at least the diseases of polio, 
smallpox, diphtheria, typhoid fever and 
lockjaw. Moreover, the law should de- 
mand that booster shots be obtained when 
they are due and that pupils transferring 
from one school to another present their 
immunization records before being ad- 
mitted. 

It simply does not make sense for the 
state to lag in setting up the machin- 
ery to protect the health and lives of its 
school children. The serums are avail- 
able, their value has been proven and they 
can be administered at a minimum of 
expense. 

Let’s cut out the hemming and haw- 
ing and get on with the job that must 
be done.

Butter, Butter, Butter! 
Benson Has Headaches 


Secretary Benson’s announcement that 
the Department of Agriculture was using 
its discretionary powers to lower the sup- 
port prices for dairy products effective 
April 1, again calls attention to the acute 
problem which worsens rather than im- 
proving. 

Last year the American people paid 
out three billion dollars in taxes to sup- 
port farm prices and to make up losses 
in sales of surpluses. Dairymen are 
aroused and announce they will ask the 
Congress to set aside the ruling. 

The problem of surpluses remains. 
Disposal abroad, while making enemies 
of some countries selling the same prod- 
ucts, cut down our butter excess from 467 
million pounds in 1956 to some 70 million 
pounds in mid-June of that year. This was 
far better than the 1954 figure which was 
a fantastic total of a billion pounds (550,- 
000 tons). But in the past year the surplus 
is climbing higher once more. 

The loss to the taxpayer is 429 million 
dollars annually. It will go higher. 

Obviously we must protect agriculture. 
But even more obviously we must find 
some better method.

It consists of more than master- 
ing facts, ability to apply knowl- 
edge, command of high skills, 
even achievement of wealth and 
prestige. It must include per- 
sonal discipline, good human re- 
lations and a morality and mo- 
tivation which call for sacrifice 
to the common welfare. 


This we need to be reminded

of constantly in a period when 
we are necessarily greatly con- 
cerned with strengthening scien- 
tific training, research and de- 
velopment; also with our military 
security and continued economic 
progress. We cannot afford to 
sacrifice citizenship education. 
We must: persistently strengthen 
and broaden that, too, if we hope 
to survive and progress as a 
free democracy. 

Fortunately, we have unsur- 
passed opportunity to do so, To 
paraphrase Professor Schoenfeld’s 
statement, never in history has a 
people been so richly endowed 
with the means to prepare itself 
to make fateful decisions. 

To keep safe and strong we 
must, however, be as determined 
to strengthen. broad citizenship 
education as to strengthen any 
specialized type of training. And 
we must ‘do it even during peri- 
odic emergencies of one kind or 
another

One of the tragic, minor chords in the New 
Testament is found in John 1:10-11: 
the world, and the world was made through him, 


“He was in 


yet the world knew him not. He came to his own home, st i pe. 
ple received him not.” This was true in the lifetime of our Lord 
and it has been no less true ever since. 


God is our Creator, but how 
many are the creatures who know 
H’:n not! Someone once wrote of 
a great American naturalist and 
botanist: “He loved gardens but 
he did not know the Gardener.”’ 

Many of those who look for- 
ward to Christmas, who sing the 
beautiful carols of this season, 
who may even share the hearten- 
ing spirit of Christmas, have) no 
real knowledge of Christ. Their 
acquaintance is casual, or per- 
haps their attitude is one of indif- 
ference. I'd not particularly wish 
to attend a birthday party of a 
person I do not know. The prom- 
ise of food and fun would not, 
I’m sure, be enough to entice me 
to his party. 

Yet a good many people par- 
ticipate in Christ's birthday fes- 
tivities without knowing or Car- 
ing about Him. They offer Him 
no gifts. Their only concern 
seems to be that they get some 
things for themselves. 

I'm not thinking just now about 
those persons who have yever 
been told the wonderful good 
news of our Lord. I have in‘mind 
those others who have heard but 
whose ears are unresponsive to 
the solicitations and entreaties of 
the Christmas Host. 

The verse from John’s Gospel 
speaks of those who, for one rea- 
son or another, were unaware of 
the Lord and Ruler of the world 
in which they lived. Christ was 
not without loyal followers and 
believers, we read, except in His

own hometown. They were skep- 
tical and thought that nothing 
good could come from among 
them. They rejected Him. 

Perhaps even more pathetic 
are those persons who, once hav- 
ing loved Christ, have not al- 
lowed their passion to be spent. 
They have done nothing to nur- 
ture and sustain their friendship 
with the one true and eternal 
Friend. At Christmas they cele- 
brate all right, but their celebra- 
tion is little more than a linger- 
ing legacy of a once fond com- 

onship. 

Then, too, there are those who 
know Jesus as a sweet little Babe 
in the manger but do not know, 
as Halford Luccock once said, 
that the promise of His birth was 
fulfilled in the years of His ma- 
turity, that the prophecies of old 
were convincingly proven to be 
consummated in His message and 
ministry. I love to sing of Christ's 
birth, but I know there is so much 
more to His story than that single 
episode in Bethlehem. 

St. John told of those who re- 
jected the Lord of Life but he 
also added these significant 
words: “To all who receive Him, 
who believe in His name, He gave 
power to become children of 
God” (John 1:12). When we throw 
open our lives to Christ, He in 
turn fills our souls with the great- 
est of all blessings—a genuine re- 
lationship and kinship with God.

Ironically, the President had 
sharply criticized Congress for 
providing these funds in the first 
place.

WILL SOUTH RISE AGAIN? 


Five Ex-Enemies Hold Key To Dodd’s Miami Hopes

MIAMI, Dec. 23—Five husky, hard-nosed fel- 
lows who made life miserable for Bobby Dodd 
and Ray Graves during the 1957 football season 
may be responsible for assuring those Georgia 
Tech coaching worthies a Merry Christmas. 

The thought persists that if the South charges 
of Dodd, Graves and Tech aides Jack Griffin and 
Charlie Tate manage to beat the odds and Duffy 
Daugherty’s North in the Miami Shrine’s Christ- 
mas night college All-Star game in concrete- 
banked Orange Bowl, it will be largely the handi- 
work of Auburn’s Ben Preston and Billy Atkins, 
Florida’s Charlie Mitchell and Jimmy Rountree 
and LSU's Jimmy Taylor. 

“Those fellows, plus North Carolina State’s 
Dick Christy and our own Don Stephenson, Jerry 
Nabors and Leon Askew look like the keys to 
whatever success we may have in the game,” 
evaluated Graves during the Monday absence of

Of Atkins, 190-peund fullback for Auburn’s 
No. 1 team in the nation, Graves grins, “‘He’s 
been tremendous with his kicking in our practice 
sessions.

DETROIT, Dec. 23 (®—Maybe 
Buddy Parker was half right. 

When the ruddyfaced Parker 
jilted the Lions two days before 
their first game and resigned 
as head coach, he walked out 
withsa scathing condemnation: 

“This is the worst team I’ve 
ever seen in training camp. 
They have no life, no go, just 
a completely dead team. I know 
the situation. I don’t want to get 
into the middle of another losing 
season.” 

Now, with Parker coaching 
the Pittsburgh Steelers and the 
“completely dead’’ Lions own- 
ers of the Western Division title 
of the National Football 
League, Buddy looks half right. 

For the first 30 minutes of 
action in each of their two most 
important games of 1957—a sea- 
son-ending victory over the 
Chicago Bears and a playoff 
dumping of the San Francisco 
49ers—the Lions fitted Parker’s 
description exactly—no life, no 
go, completely dead.

The South Carolina counties are McCormick, Abbeville, 
Anderson and Oconee. 

The agreement will be in effect as soon as the required ad- 
vertising has been completed. This calls for three weeks’ legal 
advertising in all the counties. It began this week. 

Licenses will be honored by both statés in the waters of the 
above counties. Limit is 10 trout, 10 bass, 30 other fish and an

Winter’s Days Call 


For Care of Motors 


| Long life and dependable serv- 
ice from outboard motors are two 
of fishermen’s greatest pleas- 
ures, next of course, to catching 
fish. 
Thus a few precautionary main- 
‘tenance measures will go a long 
|way in assuring both. 
Maintenance is as important in 
'the winter months when the mo- 
tor is in storage, as when in use 
‘in the spring. 

Here are 10 simple maintenance 
procedures recommended by an 


engineer for one of the nation’s | 


leading motor manufacturers: 


1—Fresh water flushing. 
Many new model motors have 
proved they effectively resist 
salt water corrosion and de- 
posit. However, the fastidious 
motor owner can completely re- 
move salt deposits by flushing 
the. motor internally. This is 
done with most motors simply 
by inserting a hose nozzle into 
a hole in the upper pump body 
which is marked ‘water flush.” 
Salt deposits on the motor hood 
can be removed quickly and 
efficiently with a cloth damp- 
ened in fresh water. 

2—AH water remaining in the 
cooling system should be forced 


This is 
done by rotating the flywheel 
manually. 

3—Fuel should be drained from 
the carburetor to avoid collection 
of fuel gums and resins. This is 


| accomplished by running the mo- 


tor in a test tank until all fuel

On the crucial disarmament 
question, the President pointed 
out that at the NATO meeting 
he had pledged ‘‘a constant readi- 
ness on the part of Secretary | 
Dulles and myself, to make any 
conceivable effort that might |

He noted that “unfortunately | 
the attitude of the Soviet Union | 
toward the free world has for a 
year alternated between threat | 
and blandishment.”’ | 

“To bring about an easing of 
tensions,”” Eisenhower went on, 
‘“‘we believe that clear evidence 
of Communist integrity and sin- 
cerity in negotiations is all that) 
is the price.

NO NEW POLICIES 


Neither the President nor Dulles 
announced any new American pol- 
icies. They reported their belief 
that the NATO conference had | 
furthered the U.S. purpose of 
“pursuit of a just peace.” 

The President and Dulles sat 
side by side. Eisenhower spoke | 
briefly at the beginning and end, 
with Dulles occupying most of 
the half hour with a detailed | 
description of the fields of policy | 
covered by the NATO commu-| 
nique.

FAMILY, FANTASY, FAITH 


Dr. Peale Gives 


Christmas Formula 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23 (P—One of the nations 
most famous clergymen says Christmas should com- 
bine three ingredients—family, fantasy, and faith. 


Dr. Norman Vincent Peale, 
author and minister of the Mar- 
ble Collegiate Church in New 
York, believes Christmas is a 
time to cement family ties and 
develop a child’s imagination 
and spiritual culture. 


“ALL THE CUSTOMS” 


“Parents should spend more 
time than usual with their chil- 
dren this time of year, and 
draw the family circle closer 
by taking part in all the cus- 
toms.” 

Dr. Peale recommended sing- 
ing carols together, decorating 
the tree and fixing special 
foods. 

“On Christmas Eve, the fa- 
ther should read the Christmas 
story,” Dr. Peale said. ‘This 
impresses the youngsters, gives 
Dad a sense of spiritual respon- 
sibility and generally does him 
good.”’ 

The miniter advised reading 
directly from the Bible, then 
explaining the story in your 
own words or reading a child’s 
version. 

‘But, whatever you read, al- 
ways start with the Bible,”’ he 
said. ‘““Youngsters usually begin 
to absorb it when they are 
about one year old. 

“Families also should go to 
church together on Christmas 
Day or Christmas Eve. If you 
leave the religion out of Christ- 
mas, you will do the day vio- 
lence,”’ he added. 

Dr. Peale also said parents 


should teach children that 
Christmas is a time for giving 
and sharing. Encourage your 


youngsters to do something for 
a lonely person or invalid in 
your neighborhood with no 
thought of reward. Or take your 
child downtown at the ‘‘mystic 
hour” — between 4 and 5 
o'clock on Christmas Eve. Min- 
gle with the crowds and help 
someone outside the famliy. 


HELPED BEGGARS 


“I remember that on Christ- 
mas Eve my father always 
helped beggars on the streets 
in Cincinnati,” said Dr. Peale. 

“And, of course, tell your 
child about Santa Claus. We 
have to have a little poetry and 
romance in life, and that’s what 
Santa Claus gives us. 

“Christmas is a time -for 
memory planning. That’s why 
I’m for Santa Claus,’’ he added.

A homemaker with 
a special ‘‘how to’’ question asks 
her agent for help. If the agent 
gets stumped, she asks an ex- 
tension specialist.

Easy To Make, and Pretty To Hang in Doorways 


Legends of Christmas 
Explain Our Customs

Christmas means many things. 


It means kissing under the mistletoe. 


A big tree 


where Santa stops for a visit to leave presents. A 
family reunion, when plum pudding, mince meat pie 
and the wassail bowi are tops on the menu. 


There is no age limit for kiss- 
ing under the mistletoe. Ex- 
cuses are not necessary, but just 
in case you MUST explain, two 
versions of the mistletoe leg- 
end are handy to know. 


One is that it was one of the 
mystic rites of the primitive 
Druids. In their faraway age, 
the mistletoe, which means ‘“‘all 
heal,” was believed to have 
magic power to protect its pos- 
sessor from witchcraft, heal dis- 
eases, neutralize poisons and be- 
stow fertility on humans and 
animals. 


GOOD LUCK 


If a young couple sealed their 
betrothal with a kiss under the 
mistletoe, they would receive 
wonderful blessings and much 
good luck for the rest of their 
lives. 

This legend has come down 
through the years as a popular 
custom. 


Another legend is this one: 
When an enemy of trees be- 
comes a friend of man it’s not 
news, it’s mistletoe. The mis- 
tletoe is a parasitic plant named 
after a Greek word meaning 
“tree thief.” Thanks to the leg- 
end, “‘stealing’’ a kiss under the 
mistletoe is still followed. 


PLUCK A BERRY 


To precisely accommodate the 
old Norse tale from which this 
kissing custom springs, bussers 
should pluck one of the white 
barries for each kiss. When 
the berries are gone, the sprig 
loses its magic power to bring 
happiness. 


It is to the old Teutonic be- 
lief that the trees of the forest 
were inhabited by godlike spir- 
its that families today are in- 
debted for the custom of Christ- 
mas trees. In order to appease 
these ‘‘spirits,”” the Germans 
brought the trees into their 
homes to show them they were 
welcome. 

Here’s another legend con- 
cerning trees: On the day that 
Christ was born, three trees, 
an olive, a date palm and a 
pine, surrounded the manger. 
To do homage to the Lord, the 
palm offered its dates and the 
olive its fruit. But the pine had 
no such appetizing gifts to give 
and was very downhearted. 
Seeing this the stars were sorry 
for the pine and descended into 
its branches. And the Christ 
Child looked on the pine so bril, 
liantly: lighted and liked it best 
of all.

At the rate I’m going, when I’m the age my Great-Aunt Dilly 
was when she broke her hip square-dancing—a lively 96—I’ll know 
how to cope with Christmas. Each year as we go galloping down 
the home stretch on Christmas Eve a few perfectly obvious truths 
occur to me. 

The first one is that peace on earth and good will to men, at 
least the trolley-traveling contingent of men, are irreparably dam- 
aged by lady shoppers who travel at the rush hour with: 1. Lamp 
shades. 2. Big boxes of crockery. 3. Christmas trees. 


The second thing I wish I had thought of years ago—or at the 
very latest, three weeks ago—is that tennis shoes are the only 
sensible footwear for shoppers. If it’s too cold to go barefooted, 
that is. A woman who will wear heels or her usual going-to-town 
pumps with the pointed toes for her Yuletide safari into the stores 
either has no imagination, no tennis shoes or an alarming amount 
of vanity. 


If you want to take the backache out of Christmas, of course 
the most obvious thing to do is to break with tradition. Take the 
matter of Christmas trees. 

In the first place, to the country-bred buying a Christmas tree 
is unthinkable. Spending all that money for a tree that was cut 
weeks ago and, on top of everything else, grew in some foreign 
land! It’s unnatural, that’s what it is. A friend of mine who grew 
up in the city and never rode in the back of an ox cart driven 
by a little Cajun named ‘‘Pet’’ to pick out the prettiest tree in the 
woods, is perfectly content with an artificial tree she keeps in her 
attic all year. It’s perfectly symmetrical, eternally green and at 
hand when she needs it. 


But at our house the woman-and-child hours consumed by the 
great Christmas tree debate, the search, haggling and then ham- 
mering would be sufficient to settle the weighty matters that 
engross the heads of governments. 

“We’re not going to get a spruce this year, are we?” one 
child will say with distaste. (Spruce has been taboo for the per- 
fectly idiotic reason that we ‘“‘always have pine.’’) 


We hash that over a bit, with the try-anything-once members 
of the family pointing out the imported trees are of a uniform 
shape and color with secure branches for tying things to and 
that they smell good. 

“But not like pine!” the protest goes up and the fight is on. 

We canvass our farm-owning friends, debate the matter of 
time for a trip to the country and end up one midnight sloughing 
wearily through the mud of some vacant lot screaming shrewishly 
at some sleepy attendant $4 for a pine is highway robbery. How 
can he charge 35 cents for a sprig of mistletoe, we demand ac- 
cusingly, when it grows freely and abundantly in God’s great out- 
of-doors? 

His answer, if he is real sleepy or has been warding off the 
chill by nipping at a bottle, is nothing you will find on the Christ- 
mas cards. 


Next year, I vow, as I prop up a scraggly, lop-eared pine for 
the tenth time, it will be a neat, perpetually green acrilon, nylon 
or orlon tree for me. Enough of this tradition, I say. 

But I don’t know. One of my children has suggested that her 
older brother is getting “‘too old for Santy Claus” and maybe they 
all ought to stop hanging up their stockings. 


“Too old for Santa Claus!” I cried in dismay. “Not hang up 
your stockings!” 

There’s a limit to how much family custom is expendable. In 
fact, now that it’s almost over, I guess there’s no better way of 
going about Christmas than the old, accustomed, family tested and 
approved way. But I hold out for one innovation. Next year I shop 
in tennis shoes.

Paved with Taxes

Motor City facts and figures may occasionally 
mystify the uninitiated. 

But auto-wise Atlantans don’t stay puzzled long. 
Take this gem from the Automobile Manufacturers Assn.: 
“Eighty-eight per cent of the cars on America’s roads in 1941 have 

disappeared.’ 

This bit of incidental intelligence did little to 
cheer up the patient driver creeping along the 
rush-hour jammed expressway. 


“Trouble is,”’ he grumbled, ‘“‘for every one 
that’s disappeared two others have been found.” 


His jest didn’t miss the facts very far. 

True, some 23,276,000 of the 27,700,000 autos 
that were on our highways just before World 
War II have long since headed for the last round- 
up. 


(This may explain why junkmen have chauf- 
feurs. ) 

Thus, by simple subtraction, there should be only around 4,- 
400,000 of these cars left. Likewise true. 

But the auto makers have loused up this simple arithmetic 
with their big old assembly plants (as well as the new ones) that 
Atlanta so dearly loves. 

So today we have, not a little over four million passenger cars, 
but actually over 50 million fighting for running room on streets 
and highways that are for the most part equipped to handle con- 
siderably tewer.

1957 Winding Up 
Ona Hesitant Note 


By LESLIE GOULD 
NEW YORK, Dec. 23—With only one week of 
trading to go, the stock market is winding up the year 
on an uncertain, hesitant note, only moderately above 
the lows. 

The uncertainties reflect questioning as to the business outlook 
in the first half of the new year, as well as to just what kind of 
a spending and tax program the administration will attempt next 
year. 


The picture is far from clear on both points. 
Business has failed to come up to expectations. 
The major disappointment is over the lack of 
public buying enthusiasms for the new auto 
models, the lower steel operations and the drop 
in railroad freight traffic to the lowest level in 
nearly a quarter century. The three are tied in. 


On the whole, the market has given a fairly 
good account of itself, considering the worrisome 
news. There is the President’s health, but more 
important than this marketwise is the disappoint- 
ment over the missile program. 

Also, there is the deterioration in our interna- 
tional relations, largely due to the Russian successes in satellites 
and missiles. The United States is behind in the development of 
the new outer space weapons. 

The market had started to come back from its year’s lows set 
in mid-October when it was hit with a procession of disturbing 
news, starting with the President’s latest illness. It had recovered 
about a third of the ground lost since mid-July, when the year’s 
highs were made. 

The market also has had to contend with unusually heavy tax 
loss selling, and switching, as an aftermath of the extended sum- 
mer and fall decline. This has been about completed, for only a 
few days remain to establish losses. 


While the outlook is clouded as to the first half of next year, 
with indications fairly clear for some further business contraction, 
longer range the picture seems favorable.

the sufferer remains in a coma 
for more than 48 hours. The same 
can be said when the tempera- 
ture goes up along with the pulse 
and respiratory rates.

On the other hand, the outlook 
is brighter when consciousness re- 
turns within a short time and 
movements are noted in the af- 
fected extremities. Any progress 
along this line is a welcome sign 
because it means that the dam- 
age to the brain is receding. 

Improvement usually occurs 
sooner and more often in the 
leg than the arm. But don’t get 
discouraged if muscle power 
does not return within 30 days. 

Spontaneous improvement may 
take place at any time during 
the first six months; thereafter, 
the chances are slim, especial- 
ly when electrical tests of the 
muscles show no evidence of 
residual power.
